Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  3,  section  24  and  chapter  6,  section  8  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1925,  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk  for  the  year  commencing  January  1,  1939  and  ending  December  31, 
1939,  together  with  miscellaneous  financial  tables  and  statistics.  The  form  of  the  present  report  follows 
closely  that  recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on  Municipal  Accounting.  The  report  has 
been  arranged  by  sections  classified  as  follows : — 

Section  A  —  Consolidated  Exhibits  and  Schedules  reflecting  an  overall  summary  of  financial  activities  for  the  fiscal 

year  1939. 
Section  B  —  General  Revenue  Funds  reflecting  all  ordinary  maintenance  activities  financed  from  taxes  and  general 

revenue  receipts.     In  this  section  are  combined  all  the  resources  and  activities  of  the  City  and  County  not 

set  forth  under  the  other  sections  in  the  report. 
Section  C  —  Special  Revenue  Funds  reflecting  particular  or  special  activities  financed  largely  from  receipts  realized 

from  the  operations  of  said  activities. 
Section  D  —  Capital  Improvement  Funds  reflecting  activities  resulting  in  the  acquisition  of  or  additions  to  fixed 

assets  of  the  City  and  County.     The  activities  in  this  section  have  been  financed  from  the  proceeds  of  municipal 

bond  issues. 
Section  E  —  Debt  and  Sinking  Funds  reflecting  the  condition  of  the  various  debt  issues  of  the  City  together  with 

the  resources  established  by  periodical  installments  to  provide  for  the  retirement  of  the  principal  of  term  bonds. 
Section  F  —  Trust  Funds  reflecting  resources  received  and  held  by  the  rhunicipality  as  trustee  to  be  expended  or 

invested  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  several  trusts.     In  the  exhibits  and  schedules  appearing 

in  this  section,  a  distinction  is  drawn  between  trust  funds  over  which  the  City  has  actual  control  and  trust 

funds  of  which  the  City  Treasurer  is  merely  the  custodian. 
Section  G  —  Miscellaneous  Schedules  and  Charts  reflecting  in  statistical  and  diagram  form  important  facts  relating 

to  the  City's  finances. 

The  following  comments  are  made  in  connection  with  the  outstanding  changes  in  financial 
conditions  which  have  taken  place  during  1939. 

Current  Operations. —  During  1939,  the  revenues  collected  by  the  City  for  ordinary  maintenance 
and  operation  purposes  exceeded  expenditures  for  the  same  purposes  by  $2,844,305.11.  The  detail 
supporting  this  excess  is  shown  in  Exhibit  B-2.  This  operating  surplus  has  made  possible  a  further 
reduction  in  the  accumulated  cash  deficit.  The  following  table  indicates  the  fluctuations  in  this 
account  over  a  period  of  eleven  years.

Tax  collections  for  the  current  year's  levj-  reflect  a  slight  reduction  from  the  percentage  secured 
in  1938.  Because  of  a  court  decision,  a  large  corporation  withheld  payment  of  its  taxes  for  1939.  If 
these  taxes  had  been  received,  the  collection  percentage  record  for  1939  would  have  reflected  an  im- 
provement over  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  collections  of  the  levies  of  prior  years 
represented  the  best  record  to  be  made  since  1932. 

Debt  Structure. —  A  reduction  in  all  forms  of  outstanding  debt  of  $5,152,980.36  was  achieved 
in  1939.     The  details  of  this  reduction  are  indicated  in  the  following  table: —

Revenue  Departments. —  For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  operations  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment have  reflected  a  surplus.  This  record  is  commendable  when  it  is  considered  that  in  the  seven 
years  prior  to  1938,  operating  expenses  of  this  department  annually  exceeded  its  operating  receipts. 
In  1939,  the  actual  operating  surplus  was  $757,182.55.  As  provided  bj^  law  this  surplus  together 
with  a  balance  brought  forward  from  1938  will  be  applied  to  meet  outstanding  debt  requirements  of 
the  City  in  1940,  thus  reducing  the  amount  to  be  provided  for  this  purpose  in  the  tax  levy. 

Under  the  present  accounting  procedure  of  the  City,  accounts  are  maintained  on  a  modified 
accrual  basis.  Taxes  and  accounts  receivable  are  accrued  for  balance  sheet  and  control  purposes 
but  are  not  reflected  in  the  receipts  of  the  City  until  collected.
